Council has agreed to sell to Messrs. Wood, Gundy Ca, of To- 
ronto, the issue of twenty-year debentures totalling $2,600, 000, with 
interest at seven per cent. 

The price is 92 1-2, or better, and acerued interest payments in| 
Edmonton funds for bonds having principal and interest, payable in| 

Canada only. The authority to sell holds good for 60 days from date | 
of Saturday and provided that $1,500,000 of the bonds have been sold | 
in the interim, the authority is extended for another 60 days. 

The issue is made up of the unsold and unhypotheeated deben- 
tures issued by the ejty; and also those remaining from the Portland 
deal, and is to finance the following: Capital expenditure already in- 
curred ($221,618) ; capital expenditure necessary for 1921, $831,638 
repayment of the remainder of the loan advanced by the bank to 
redeem the notes falling due in January last, $1,404,596. 

The city contracts to sell no further bonds or to incur other
